The arrnv of tourist whoannu- 
a'ly visit Detroit find an additbml 
feature of int.-rest along the riv- 
er front this year in w hat is said 
to be the larg.-st electric sign in 
existence and the largest ever 
erected outside New York. Tht 
sign decorates Plant It of the 
Studebaker Corporation's sys- 
tem. This plant is located on 
the river bank at the corner of 
Clark and W. Jefferson- A ves. 
anti is admirably situated for 
such a display. "Studebaker 
Automobiles Studebaker" is the 
lettering blazing forth in *‘I Id feet 
of length and its capitals ten 
feet high. 

The sign is plainly legible from 
Canada and along the river for 
more than a mile and a half, and 
can l*o plainly seen from Belle 
Isle and Fort Wayne, at opposite 
extremes of the river. Just 
2,1174 five-watt, eleven and a 
half-volt Madza lamps are used 
for illumination. Light is fur 
nished by a 23<>-volt current, 
stopped to eleven and a half volts 
through thirteen low- voltage. 
Id00 watt transformers each it 
w hich takes care of three letters 
of the sign. 

The sign was built under the 
direction of E. II. Wilsher, chief 
electrician of the Studcbakt r 
Corporation.
